NOMINATIONS FOR C.D.S. 
OFFICES ANNOUNCED 


Nominations for the various offices of 
the Chicago Dental Society to serve dur- 
ing 1957-58 were closed on March 22nd. 
According to Article IX, Section II, of 
the Constitution and By-Laws, all nomi- 
nating petitions must be submitted not 
later than thirty days prior to the annual 
election. Only one candidate has been 
nominated for each office, so there will be 
no contest. 

The unopposed candidates are: Presi- 
dent-elect, George W. Teuscher; *Vice- 
president, James N. Lynch; Secretary, 
Ernest Goldhorn; Treasurer, William O. 
Vopata. Their formal election will take 
place at the regular April meeting. Presi- 
dent-elect Walter E. Dundon will be ad- 
vanced automatically to the presidency 
and will be installed at the May meeting.

The first payment, by dentists, into the 
Social Security fund for the year 1956 
is to be made with your final income tax 
return due April 15, 1957. The amount 
to be paid will be 3% of the first $4200.00 
of your net earnings. The maximum pay- 
able for 1956 will be $126.00. 

ALL DENTISTS MUST HAVE A 
SOCIAL SECURITY ACCOUNT 
NUMBER. This can be obtained after 
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Items 


filling out form SS-5 at your local Social 
Security office. This number MUST be 
used when paying into the fund or to 
obtain future personal account informa- 
tion.

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EDITORIAL 


Let’s Help Ourselves: Let’s Stay Free 


Some time ago the writer went into great detail as to the need for financial 
support for dental education. At that time a ripple of interest was created but 
nothing in keeping with the need. Since then an attempt was made to gather 
further information on agencies which could lend help but they are very few 
and limited in scope. 


Dental education was given a real lift when the President signed into law the 
Dental Research Bill of some $6,000,000, part of which will be allocated to 
dental schools for research which will certainly be of great benefit. However, as 
welcome and important as these funds are, they do have limitations and are 
dependent on the willingness of Congress to continue the grant. We are indeed 
most grateful for these funds for they make possible the research necessary to 
the further progress of dentistry and indirectly aid in teaching and operating 
costs. In spite of this tremendous help the great need of education in general, 
and dental education in particular, is for sufficient funds to pay faculty salaries 
adequate to hold qualified men and to encourage outstanding young men and 
women to enter the teaching profession. Funds are also needed to make up the 
differential between tuition paid and the actual cost of providing that education 
and also to increase endowments. The writer is in the main appealing for aid 
for private education needs as against tax supported education. There is no 
quarrel with state supported education except for the inherent dangers which 
lie in education dependent on the whims of the politico and the great danger 
of state control. 


It is a cause for real concern to read of this college or that college closing 
after 75 or 100 years or more of glorious service—closed because of insufficient 
funds or inability to hold its faculty. These colleges and educational institutions 
have played a tremendous part in the growth and development of what we like 
to call the “Free Enterprise System” and the America we know. The professions 
—medicine, dentistry, law—and free and unfettered education are the last bul- 
warks against the inroads of socialism. 


In the public press there appears from time to tiene the story of millions 
being given to education and to hospitals for research, by foundations such as 
Ford or Carnegie and even by corporations, but nowhere have we seen a gift 
to dental education. Recently there came to the editor’s desk a story of one of 
our large pharmaceutical houses giving 1,000,000 dollars to medical, veterinary 
and other research, but there was no mention of dentistry. There is an educa- 
tional program set up by industry and foundations, such as Ford, Westinghouse, 
General Motors and others, which awards 4-year scholarships to some 1,000 
young people who compete against the top ten per cent of all high school 
graduates by a series of examinations and eliminations until they are the finalists. 
The award not only provides tuition and room and board plus a little extra, 
but also provides an equal sum to aid in the support of the college. Were there 
any scholarships for dentistry? No; and yet what good is an education if the 
graduate is not provided with the proper health service? Good health is essential 
to efficient and effective work. Industry should be concerned about adequate 
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health services as well as properly trained technicians. Only by providing aid to 
dentistry, as well as medicine, can the increased need for health services be met. 


In an address before representatives of 70 liberal arts and privately endowed 
colleges, Dr. William Stevens, President of Oberlin College, pointed out the 
need for students with perspective and prepared for a life of intellectual growth 
and full measure of successful living. He also pointed out that the hope of the 
free enterprise system lay in a free and unfettered education. 


In an address before a conference sponsored by the National Fund for Medical 
Education, Dr. George Berry, Head of the Harvard Medical School, said that 
health belongs to everyone even though medical men may captain the team. 
To this we could well add the other captain—dentistry. Since 1951 this Fund 
has contributed some $12,665,580 to medical schools through moneys from in- 
dustry, business and foundations. 


Where is the foundation or fund for dental education? If we are to maintain 
our rightful place in the health service along with medicine, we too must have 
help. May the writer again suggest that the Council on Dental Education and 
the Association of-Dental Schools set the wheels in motion which would assure 
dental education its rightful share of educational funds. In a previous discussion 
of this problem it was suggested that you and I to start the ball rolling give a 
part of that which our profession has given each of us. Five dollars a month for 
a year was proposed as an indication of our good faith and willingness to see 
that our glorious profession maintain its rightful place in the healing arts pro- 
fession. Only then can we pass on to those who follow the kind of heritage 
which was given to us and can you and I help America remain strong and free.
